Extreme Anarchists Declare They Will Speak 
In Trafalgar Square, London, 
on Sunday. 

London, Dec. 1.— The anarchists of tho 
extreme group hive decided to defy the 
Home Secretary and the police and, despite 
all orders to the contrary, to meet in Tra- 
falgar Square next Sunday. Among the 
leaflets which tliey have ready for distribu- 
tion is a manifesto puporting to come from 
French soldiers. The manifesto is neither 
signed nor dated. One of its typical declar- 
ations is : " We will never march against, 
the proletarians, if ordered to fire upon 
tliotn, wo will turn our guns upon the well 
dressed scoundrels commanding us."

Washington, Dec. 1.— News of the do- 
parturo of Admiral Mello reached Washing- 
ton to-dny in tho ahapo of a cablegram from 
U. S. Minister Thompson, nt Rio, na fol- 
lows ; "Admiral Mello left tho buy this 
morning on tho Aquidaban, going aouth." 
Probably tho high tariff on cnblo measugeB 
from Brazil caused tho minister to confino 
his newa to thia meagre atatoment, eo tho 
oflioiuls ure in ignorance ua to tho reasona 
for tho rebel admiral's intentions, aud the 
atrength of the naval force ho left behind 
him. It is, however, suriniBed that he has 
taken his flagship towurda Dosterro to 
join forces with tho revolutioniets 
in that vicinity, leaving the purtiul 
aiego of Rio to be prosecuted by the veaaela 
remaining in that port. There has been a 
supposition entertained hero thut the Ad- 
miral when ho left Rio, which movement 
was expeoted by the oflieinla, would atenin 
north with the intention of meeting the 
Nictheroy, lately Cid, It iB thought that 
probably in that case, tho light unarmed 
cruiser would fall an eiifly prey to the iron- 
clad with her heavy rifled guus, but tho fact 
that Mello has gone South gives color to the 
Btory that his vessel is in bad con- 
dition, and unfitted to copo with the 
fleet eruiaer. It is probable also that the 
hull of the warship is so foul from long e.x- 
poauro to tho quiet tropical waters of Rio 
Ray, that tho commander has found it abso- 
lutely necesBary to go to some safe place 
where het bottom may be cleaned. Mean- 
whilo tho further movementa of the Aquid- 
aban are tho object of great solicitude in 
oflicial circles here, and it la expected that 
when she next appeara in port, the nearest 
U. S. diplomatic conaulur officer will 
promptly report tho fact. 

Washington, Dec 1, — The Nictheroy is 
awaiting at the Weat Indies the arrival 
of her consort tho America. The two 
ateamers will atart together for Rio, which 
they aro expected to reach in about seven 
days. Minister Mendoca euya : I do not 
put any confidence in the report thut Mello 
haa left port and is going south. I do not 
believe ho haa left the bay at all. It ia pos- 
aiblo somo vessels outaide Rio will attempt 
to chock tho advance of the Nictheroy and 
America, but as the fuateet vessel Mello has 
outaide the bay cannot make fourteen knots 
an hour wo do not anticipate any trouble, 
because our ships are much faster." 

LONDON, Dec. 1. — The Times publishes 
the following, giving Rio Janeiro advices to 
November '20 : Tho artillery lire of the 
forts continues. Insurgent Gen. Saravia, 
with 0,000 irregular cavalry, ia reported 
eighty miles south of Sao Paulo. The gov- 
ernment ordered tho national guard of the 
atate of Sao Puulo to proceed south to meet 
tho insurgents. Tho national guard refused 
to comply with tho order, and tho Gov- 
ernment will aend 1,200 men from 
Rio agaiuat tbo enemy. The Aqui I. 
aban ia at Rio awaiting the 
rendezvous of tho Aurora, liahai 
and Tirudentcs, and will then proceed to 
attack. Admiral Qama stntea positively thut 
ho will not bombard the city unless the oir.y 
Urea upon Ilia ships. Eight thousand n en 
are waiting at Dcaterro, ready to march 
against tho Government forces. Political 
arreata continue in Rio, and 1,500 persons 
are now in prison. President Peixoto ha» 
becomo alienated from all sympathy of 
decent people, and Btands alone with Ihb 
army. Mnny persons join tho insurgcntB 
daily. The states of Buhfa aud Puru favor 
the insurgents. 

& dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
Co. from Rio Janeiro states that the insur- 
gent Admiral, Mello, has finally succeeded 
in forcing a pasnage through tho forts guard- 
ing tho entrance of the bay of Kio Janeiro, 
and that his flagship, the Aquidaban, is now 
on the high aeus. Tho passage wub 
not i fleeted until somo desperate lighting 
had taken place. The entrance is guarded 
by Fori San Joan and the water battery 
on the strip of land extending north-east 
from the Sugar Louf, Fort Lage, Tort 
Santa Crux aud Fort Pico. Advices 
from another aourco state that when 
tho Aquidaban was .seen approaching 
tho forts, a heavy tiro waa directed against 
her. Sho replied briskly, and tho light 
was kept up until sho had run past the 
forts and was out of range. It was Been 
that somo of the shots from the fort 
took effect, and it is believed that 
tho Aquidaban sustained considerable 
damage, Tho Government forces, p»r- 
tieularly tho troops manning the bat- 
teries suffered severely from tho effects of 
the rapid firing guns on board the warship. 
Considerable damage is said to have been 
dono to the forts by the big guns of the 
Aquidaban, which appear to have been well 
served. The Government forces suffered 
severely. After the Aquidaban was out of 
range sho stood away for the south. It in 
conjectured at Rio Janeiro that she will 
effect repairs as rapidly as possible at sea, 
and then cruiso in the vicinity of Cape St. 
Roquo to intercept the Nictheroy and 
American, tho improvised warships now on 
their way from Now York to reinforce 
Peixoto. The Aquidaban was accompanied 
by nu armed merchantman. The British 
commander nent tho British warship Beagle 
after them to ascertain the course which 
thoy took. 

In tho Ilouao of Commons this evening, 
the member said he had heard that Presi- 
dent Peixoto, of Brazil, had been 
assasainatod, and asked if tho Gov- 
ernment had any such information. 
Sir Edward Groy, Parliamentary secre- 
tary of tho Foreign oflice, replied that 
tho government had received no word con- 
cerning any attempt upon L'eixoto's life. 

Boenos Aykes, Dee. L — Tho insurgents 
in Rio Qrande do Sul have been victorious 
battlo with tho Government forces 
near Boge. Gen. lydor, of tho Government 
forceB, was taken prisoner. Both sides suf- 
fered heavy Iobh. The Government forts at 
Rio contiimo to cannonade the insurgent 
warships. Tho trunaport Magicia wua set 
on firo by tho explosion of shells from tho 
forts, and the Aquidaban, tho most power- 
ful vessel of tho insurgont fleet, seriously 
damaged. 

Montevideo, Dec. 1. — A doubtful rumor 
ia current that President Peixoto, of Brazil, 
haB boon assassinated.

M. Constans had hired a out-throat to 
murder a notary at Chantilly and 
to stoal pupera in tho notary's 
possession that compromised M. Constan?. 
According to tho atory, President Curnot 
said, when theao proofa were submitted to 
him: " Now I know tho truth about this 
scoundrel. He will never re-appear before 
me." M. Constans hua told tho editor of 
Lo Jour to forco M. Marinoni and President 
Curnot to explain this mutter. Tho repre- 
aentutivo of the United Press in this city to- 
day had an interview with M. Marinoni on 
the subject. He declared emphatically 
that M. Rochofort lies.

I have always been a tirin friend i f Pew- 
dorly, und will be largely guided by his 
udvice. Having never been in untugonism to 
the trades unions and belonging to no factions, 
in the labor movement, I expect tho hearty 
co-operation of my fellow Knights and tho 
workers generally.

JESUITS IN GERMANY. 

The Reichstag Resolv«g to Repeal the 
Expulsion Law — Some 
Notable Speeches- 

Herr Lieber Declares the Catholics to 
Bo Loyally Devoted to 
Fatherland. 



BERLIN, Deo. L— The voto in tho Reich- 
stag in favor of repealing tho law expelling 
the Jesuits, was 17.'i to I.'l7. Several notable 
speeches were made. Dr. Liober, leader of 
the Clericals, spoko at great length. The 
Catholic church in Germany, ho said, 
needed tho services of tho JeBuita to enublo 
to fulfil it divine mission. The 
assertion had been mude that the 
Vatican followed a policy untugon- 
ifltic to Germany's iutoreata. Thia 
was false. It was only a short tlme^ 
Hince Cardinal Rampolla hud denied that 
tho Vatican was studiously meddling with 
the political affairs of tho Triple Allinnco or 
its opponents. If the Vatican ever should 
linpluy u policy friendly to tho Franco- 
Russian alliance, German Catholics would 
not then interpret tho doctrine of Pupal In- 
fallibility in such a manner us to interfere 
with their duties towards the German Em- 
pire. Many reliections had beeu cast from 
timo to time upon the loyalty of German 
Catholics. Tho assurauco could bo truth- 
fully given, however, that the German 
Catholics would remain faithful to tho 
Emperor and Empire in tho futuro us they 
had in the past, and would be ever ready to 
show their loyal devotion to tho Fatherland. 
Dr. Liebor'a declaration that his party 
would not support the Pope in an uctivo 
pro-French policy wus roceivod with loud 
cheers. 

London, Dec. 1. — The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Daily News thinks that the liun- 
desrath will reftiso to endorse tho motion 
for the repeal of the anti-Jesuit law. Prus- 
sia, ho suys, is regarded ua most likely to 
oppose tho motion, and thus rob to day's 
vote in tho Reichstag of its practical value.

NELSON. 

(From Uio Tribune.) 

The surveying parties Bent out by tho 
Kaslo and Slocau Railway Company are all 
in, except y few man left out to look after 
the camp outtits. Six different gangs are 
at work clearing tho right of way between 
Kaslo and Threo Porks. 

The Silver King has probably more ore 
ready for shipn.ent than any other mine in 
Kootenay ; that is, moro oro in ore sheds. 
It is being brought down to the wharf at 
Nelson at the rato of ten tons a day. Tho 
management has not decided how many tons 
will be Bhipped this winter, but if a good 
rato can be got over tho Nelson k Port 
Sheppard the shipments may aggregato 
moro than those of any other mine in the 
district. 

From those who came down tho Columbia 
tho foro part of this week, it is learned that 
an effort is being made to keep tho Revel- 
stoke route open a while longer. Naviga- 
tion is practically closed between Revel- 
stoke and " the greon slide," the steam 
barge Illecillewaet even having dilliculty in 
getting down. If the railway can bo com- 
pleted down to " tho green slide," a sleigh 
road will be built from that point to open 
water on Upper Arrow lake. 

The Nelson was unable to get through to 
Bonner's Perry on Monday, owing to tho 
slush anow in tho river, and had to discbarge 
passengers and freight at tho old lunding 
place of tho steamer Galena. Tho snow fell 
to a depth of soventeen inches at Uonner'a 
Ferry and to a depth of twenty-five inches 
at Crossport, only a few miles further up 
tho river. 

(From tho Minor.) 
A carload of supplies consigned to Con- 
tractor Larson arrived over tho Nolson and 
Fort Sheppurd railroad this morning. Tho 
first locomotive, with the track-laying ma- 
chine and ruil and tio cars, camo around the 
sido hill into viow of Nelson early Sunday 
morning. 

Some months ago it was announced that a 
Chicago company had been formed for tho 
purpose of working some placer ground near 
Elk City by means of a floating dredge. E. 
L. Galvin, superintendent of the company, 
lately reported progress. The dredge lias 
been a complete success, handling tho gravel 
in good shape and showing excellent returns, 
It was rather late in the fall whon the ma- 
chine began work, and some Bix acres of 
ground were handled. Tho gravel ran from 
five to seven feet deep, and gave an average 
return of about §4,000 per aero. The com- 
pany is only stocked for $50,000, so that 
the experimental working will make an ex- 
cellent showing on the books as B dividend 
on three months' work all told.

Charles E. Smitheringalo left Nolson this 
week for Nakusp to tako charge of the 
Ledge. R. T. Lowery, who conducted tho 
paper up to this atage, proposes to go into 
business in New Denver. 

Information has been roceived recently 
from tho Kustorn part of tho Dominion to 
the effect that the CP. R. will build down 
to Kaslo in tho early spring from Threo 
Forks, independent of the Kaslo-SIocan 
railroad. This information is said to eman- 
ate from one of the CP. R. in Toronto, who 
is said to bo emphatic in his statement to 
this effect.

CATHOLIC EDUCATION. 



liousiffiior Satolli Speaks Highly in 
Favor of Religions. 
Schools. 



The Surest Safeguard of the Perma- 
nence of the 0. S. Con- 
stitution. 

Washington City, Dee. 1. — Mgr. Satolli, 
the apostolic delegate to the United States, 
declared himself on tho subject of Catholic 
schools at a reception yesterday afternoon 
given him by tho faculty and students of 
(lonzaga college in tho hall of Notro Dame. 
Soveral addresses wero made, to which Mgr. 
Satolli responded at length. Ilia remarks 
were an eulogy upon Catholic schools which, 
in view of the recently expressed purpose 
by Catholic authorities in Baltimore to ask 
stato aid for schools of tho church, may be 
regarded oa significant. Tho delegate spoke 
in Latin, and the following summary of his 
remarks was furnished by Dr. Papi, his 
secretary. After a brief reference to the 
duty of Catholics to observo Thanksgiving 
day and to pray for the prosperity of the re- 
public, Mgr. Siitolli said : " We may be sure 
of this, that all the AmoricanB of whatever 
church they may bo members, oven if of 
nono, recognize tho value of tho Catholic 
school. They aro intereated in it ; thoy 
work for it ; thoy wish it to continue and to 
progress. They have learned by experience 
that little ones educated in those schools do 
not fall short in knowledge of tho American 
constitution, that they do not lack in the 
most progressive of tho American ideus. 
They are endowed with a steadiness of char- 
acter, with constancy of purpose, and 
they aro just, active, charitable and gener- 
ous unto sacrifice. 

"Such is tho magnificent apeotacle pre- 
sented to America by tho Catholic schools, 
not unliko tho spectacle given by the firat 
Christiana to the wholo world in tho early 
centuries of the church. But, thanks to 
God, and glory to the men who inspired tho 
American constitution, such a atuto of 
thinga as obtained in Rome is not possiblo 
here. And I will say that whoever aerionaly 
meditates on tho principles of tho American 
constitution, whoever is acquainted with 
the present conditions of tho American Re- 
public should be porsuaded and agree with 
us that the action of the Catholic faith 
and morality is favorable in every way to 
tho direction in which tho constitution 
turns. 

"Furthermore, public opinion and tho 
Government will favor the Catholic schools, 
and more and moro will tho wealth of tho 
commonwealth be enhanced. The Cotholic 
education is the surest safeguard of tho per- 
manence throughout the country of the con- 
stitution and the best guide of the republi- 
can civil progress. 

"From this source tho constitution wil 
gather on that assimilation und security for 
the perfect organization of that great pro- 
gressive body which ia the American Re- 
public. 

"That is tho sincere expression of convic- 
tion and profession of my faith in this mat- 
tor. Up to the present it has been inexpli- 
cable to me, and never, perhaps, shall I find 
out what was the origin of the suspicion, 
that my vows were not favorable to Catho- 
lic schools. Had I spoken differently I 
should be unfaithful to my mission, un- 
grateful to the generous hospitality which I 
have enjoyed, and am enjoying, in America. 
And, moreover, I should havo given tho lie 
to my tirst and unchangeable convictions. 
Every Catholic school is a safe guardian of 
youth, and it is at the same time for tlio 
American youth a place for training whore 
they are brought up for the advantage of tho 
church and country. 

"Grant heaven that tho Catholic schools 
may continue to increase in number, grow 
stronger, reach the highest perfection en- 
dowed with the blessing of (Sod, commanded 
by the authority of tho church und the holy 
father, honored and appreciated by every 
honest citizen, from the President down to 
the most humble workman. Those only are 
against them who do not know them, 
who are not animated by the spirit of tho 
church and are wanting in the sentiments of 
true liberty.''

Princeton's Popular Football Team 
Whitewashes Yale— An Exciting 
and Interesting Contest. 



Harvard Celebrates Thanksgiving Day 
By Walking Through the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 



New Yobk, Dec. 1. — It was a popular 
victory — Princeton nix, Yulo nothing. This 
city'a football excitement reached tho cul- 
minating point yesterday. It may be main- 
tained at this point tor many moro seasons, 
but it cannot puss the point reached to-day 
unless nature provides humanity with more 
and wilder moanB of expressing excitement 
than were possessed by the mad thousands 
who watched tho Yale-Princeton game 01 
Manhattan field to day and tho other thou 
sands who could not go to tho game but 
could and did cheer their favorites as tho 
gay parade pasacd up tho avenue in every 
variety of vehiolo, from a dog-cart 
to a six-hof&o coach. Tho purado did not 
differ from that of other years except in de- 
gree. There were moro alumni, moro under- 
graduates, more beat girla from Connecticut 
and Now Jersey, moro lings and colors and 
more noise and enthusiasm. Nearly every 
houso from Washington Arch to Central 
Park was gay with llaga, their colors indi- 
cating tho Alma Mater, or at least the pre- 
ference of tho male dwellers. The excite- 
ment and crowds on tho streets were quick- 
ly forgotten when ono saw tho grounds and 
tho insane crowds there. Eighth avenue 
and 155th street and other streets 
iu tho vicinity were a j km of 
vehielt'B, howling vendors and struggling, 
mil dressed men and women striving to 
gain entrance to tho gates. Twenty-five or 
thirty thousand did gain entrance, and 
altogether paid ..bout $40,000 for the 
privilege; that is what was paid to 
tho management. What was actually paid 
would require an accounting from the 
ticket speculators, who were unusually 
numerouu and pestiferous. The iron via- 
duct which runa along 155th street, 
from Washington Heights to the Har- 
lem River, was black with people, 
go that altogether it is reasonable to 
Bay that fifty thousand peoplo viewed the 
game. In the BOUth side grand atandB 
there were two sections devoted to tho 
under graduates of the contending colleges. 
Yalo tilled hor sections, of course, and 
there was a liberal Yalo overflow scattered 
about in the different stands, but, numerous 
as ehey were, tho friends of Tigus out- 
numbered them, l'rincoton was tho popular 
favorite, but not overwhelmingly bo. Tho 
Columbia boys, who were numerous, were 
cheering for Princeton, and as thoy were not 
only numerous, but noisy and ubiquitous, 
thoy made a big showing of partisanship for 
tho black and yellow. The excitement and 
pent up force were turned loose in tho usual 
way when tho twenty-two shock-headed 
youngsters made thoir appearanco and ran 
out on tho gridiron and began cavorting on 
the grounds as porpoises in tho 
water, by wild cheering, tooting of 
horns, etc. The substitutes, coaches, 
doctors, and attendants, spread them- 
selves out on blankets along the north 
aide. Tho captains were called up by the 
umpires with a word of warning against 
rough play, and as p!uy was called 
Princeton 1m<1 tho h.M autt defended the 
east goal. As the teams lined up thero 
wore cheers for individual players and some 
general cheoiing, but as tho players braced 
themsolvea for the firat shock of battle, tho 
great crowd again became absolutely silent. 

Princeton's interference was superb and 
the field waa a pandemonium of college yells 
and waving orange banners, the ball waa 
now on Yale's Beveu yard line, having been 
rushed solidly from the centre of the field, 
Hinkey's wounds beg.iu to bother him, 
ao, whilo tho doctors were patch- 
ing him up, the Tigers took tho 
opportunity for a little conference as to how 
they would f rce the ball over for tho first 
touchdown. They have won against Yale 
for three years. They decided on the 
double Hying wedge, invented by the Prince- 
ton coachers for thia gamo, and which, 
later on proved very effective. The 
Yale men were desperate, and they only 
gained two yards. Finally Ward gained 
on tho next play through the contre and a 
touchdown crowned tho most brilliant series 
of plays the Princeton team has ever ex- 
hibited. King kicked off to Trenchard and 
then dropped a nice goal from the twenty 
yard lino and the score was Princeton tj, 
Yale none. Time, H5 minutes. The re- 
maining ten minutes of the firat half was 
spent in short gains by both teams, Yale 
being somewhat in the load. Iu the second 
half, rushing plays, much tho same as in the 
first half, were indulged in by both teams, 
but Yale could not bold her ground and wan 
outpluyed at almost every point. None had 
beon injured in this half except Thorne and 
Hinkey. Thorne rpt.r. d early in favor of 
Hart.

A ROYAL WELCOME. 
Boston", Dec. I. — Tho cloven of the 
University of Pennsylvania waa given a 
royal welcome on its reappearance on Jarvis 
field, Cambridge, after an absence of four 
years, yesterday, when she locked hands with 
Harvard. She was outplayed, however, 
Harvard winning by a score of 'JO to 4. 
The gamo was contested throughout on ita 
merits as football, and .was altogether de- 
void of objectionable features. Pennsyl- 
vania's interference, at times, was not effec- 
tive; at the opening of the game it was 
full of snap, but it was easily pene- 
trated. After the second opening by 
Pennsylvania, with a forty yard gain, 
Harvard wavered and a touchdown 
was made for Pennsylvania. Thia waa the 
only time alio scored. Barring these minutes 
tho Harvard defence was all that could be 
desired. No sharper breaking through the 
lino was ever shown by a Harvard team. 
Its strange condition which has brought 
Pennsylvania in two short weeks from 
almost equally with a team which has since 
defeated Harvard to being oompletely out- 
classed by Harvard. For bucks thero is no 
team in tho country better equipped so far 
as individuals arc concerned.

THE HOSPITAL GROUNDS. 

Tho Matter of Tludr Enlargement to Bo 
Decided Upon Nut Monday, 

A proposition to purchase a largo tract 
of land adjoining the isolation hospital occu- 
pied the attention of tho board of aldermen 
for moro than an hour and a half yesterday 
afternoon, hut owing to an indisposition on 
tho part of members who would not opposo 
tho purchase to deal at once with the 
matter, the long and heated discussion re- 
sulted iu nothing. All the members were 
present at tho meeting with the exception of 
Aid. HarriB. This special business came up 
on a report from tho Finance committee 
recommending an appropriation to givo effect 
to another report presented and signed by 
Mayor Beaven, which read as follows : 

" The undersigned reports that in accord- 
ance with a resolution of tho Board of 
Health ho caused to bo offered to John 
Bernard Sero the sum of §10,000 tor sub- 
divisions Nos. 13, 14, 49 and 50, of section 
25, Victoria district, with tho improve- 
ments thereon ; and that Mr. Sere baa de- 
cided to accept tho same. Ho wishes tho 
Corporation to grant him a leaso of sub- 
divisions 4.'5 and 44 for twelve months free 
of charge." 

This property adjoins the grounds upon 
which the isolation hospital is situated, and 
consiBts of more th»n*eleven acres, being in 
extent almost twice that of tho two divisions 
there now owned by the city. It is only a 
few weeks since tho Board of Health dis- 
cussed tho matter and gave the Mayor tho 
authority mentioned in his report. The 
land was a few months ago reported to be 
bold at §1,250 an acre, so that the price now 
agreed to is considered a very reasonablo 
one. Apart from tho desirability in the in- 
terest of the public safety to have in connec- 
tion with the isolation hospital moro ground 
than now possessed, thero will soon be un 
absolute need for the proposed addition or 
some other property aa a site for the suspect 
station, now situated at Kosa Bay, on 
cemetery grounds which will very soon bo 
required for cemetery purposes. The ulti- 
mate erection of a suspect station there waa 
in tho minds of the Board of Health when 
they authorized negotiations for tho pur- 
chase. 

Tho composition of the Board of 
Health is identical with that of tho City 
Council, the main difference between the 
two bodies being that the Health Board 
meets in private. It might have been ex- 
pected, therefore, that what was authorized 
undor ono name would bo adopted under tho 
other, but the result, proved otherwise. Tho 
Finance committee presented a report recom- 
mending the appropriation of §10,1)00 for the 
purpose mentioned, but after tho lengthy 
discussion, and on tho ploa of the necessity 
for further information, this roport was laid 
over until the meeting on Monday evening 
next.

THRO WN UP THUS CASK. 

Tho Timea has given up tho defence of 
tho labor delegates for a bad job. It does 
not in its articlo of Tursday evening at- 
tempt to justify tho extraordinary demandB 
which they made, neither does it venture to 
find fault with tho Government because it 
could not accede to thoso demands. Pro- 
perly read, the articlo is as severe a con- 
demnation of the courae pursued by tho 
delcgatea as could be written. If the TimeB 
could with even the appearanco of plausi- 
bility defend the courEe which the delegates 
saw tit to take, it would have done so eager- 
ly and zealously. But its pert article is a 
tacit admission that the action taken by the 
djlogates is indefensible. 

Having nothing to say either in defence 
of the delegates or in condemnation of the 
Government, tho Times was not wise enough 
to be silent. It says u numbor of foolish 
thing?, quito regardless of either their reason- 
ableness or their accuracy. It Bays for in- 
stance : "It must have been expected by 
observers with uny degree of intelligence 
th»t such demands would have been pre- 
sented at the conferenco since tho labor 
organizations had previously pronounced 
their opinions on several points at issue." 
When, we would like to know, did 
the labor organizations intimato that 
the power to nominato tho officials of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics should bo placed 
in their handa, and that the officials of that 
bureau should be takon from the ranks of 
organized labor '; We venture to say that 
no observer had tho remotest idea that the 
delegates would be authorized to muko such 
demands. Moro than that, wo aro very sure 
that they never received any such authori- 
zation. Tho labor organizations aro com- 
posed, for the moat part, of sensible men 
who desire to see the intorests of Labor pro- 
moted in a reasonable and practical way. 
They would not have expected, and they no 
doubt did not expect, their delegates to pro- 
ferdemaud8 which both from their nature and 
tho torms in which they were couched no 
Government that was ever formed could 
entertain. What tho Trades aud Labor 
Council expressed a desire for wua repre- 
sentation on the official atatl of the Depart- 
ment of Labor Statistics, and such repre- 
sentation tho Government hud oxpresaed 
its willingneas to grant. 

Our contemporary, for the want of some- 
thing relevant to the aubject to say, asks 
" Why did the Government hold tho confer- 
ence at all? " We aro notin tho socrota of the 
Government, but wo can eaaily understand 
that in establishing a new Department the 
Government would naturally wiah to know 
whatarotho views of those who aro interested 
in its oporation respecting tho principles on 
which it is based, and tho best way of doal- 
ing with tho disputes botween employers 
and workingmen. It is natural to conclude 
that practical workingmen, who aro also 
mombors of labor organizations, would be 
able to give tho Government hints and sug- 
gestions on a subject which, it is reasonable 
to suppose, somo of them had studied deep- 
ly. And it is also natural to conclude that 
tho delegates from I ho labor organizations 
would bo glad to give tho Govornmont tho 
benefit of their study and experience. To 
suppose, aa tho Times evidently doea, that 
no result practically beneficiul to the 
causo of labor could possibly be produced by 
such a conferenco, is by no means compli- 
mcntary to tho mon chosen as delegates, 
Wo aro of a very different opinion. We bo- 
liovo that if the delegates, with u singlo oyo 
to tho advancement of tho causo of labor 
and tho iuterosts of labor organizations in 



the Province, had oaruestly conferred and 
heartily oo-operatsd with the niembors of 
tho Government, they would have not only 
helped to mako tha Department efficient, 
but they would have raised themselves and 
tho cause they profosa to have at heart in 
tho public estimation. 

A FOOLISH COMPLAINT. 

Alderman Braffg complaina that tho gen- 
tlemen who have criticised the acta of the 
City Council do not publish their names un- 
der their criticisms. The worthy Alderman 
resorts to a subterfuge which public tervants 
who aro incapable, or who have been remiss 
in tho performance for their duty, appear to 
think renders dofenco unnecessary. Hut ho is 
greatly mistaken. If tho critics of tho 
Council havo written the truth, and if tho 
strictures, though severe, aro just, what dif 
foreuco does it mako whether their names 
aro given to tho public or not ? Subscribing 
their names to their lettors would neither 
add to nor subtract from tho 
truth of their statements or tho soundness 
of their reasoning. "Three and throe mako 
six" is true, whether tho statement is made 
by a member of the City Council or by tho 
most indignant citizen that wends his weary 
way along our dirty streets. Neither tho 
position of tho man nor tho atuto of his 
temper affects the credibility of hia assertion 
in tho least. In fuct the absence of a name 
at the end of a criticism is really an advan- 
tage, for thou the reader, whether friendly 
or hostile, is obliged to consider tho article 
or letter on its merits. There is nothing to 
distract the attention from tho facts and 
arguments presented. When tho writer's 
name is appended to hia lucubration oue 
set of readers is inclined to believe that 
what such a man writes must be true 
and worthy of attention, while another set 
is ready to declare that so-and-so 
could not toll tho truth if he tried, or that 
he is interested or prejudiced, or too in- 
significant to bo worth minding. In either 
c iae it ia the person who is considered and 
discussed rather than what he has written. 

If Alderman Bragg can think, he will soo 
that it does not mako tho least difference 
whether tho critics of tho Council whom ho 
mentions (who wo may say are all men of 
atandiug and ability, having considerable 
interest in the way in which tho affairs of 
tho city are managed) signed their names to 
the letters or not. If what they assort ia 
truo, and if .their reaaoning ia aouud the 
want of names does not affect their 
statements in uny way. Let tho Alderman, 
if he can, provo that they are wrong. This 
may not bo quite so easy as abusing Mr. 
Brown, or Mr. Jones, or Mr. Robinson, but 
it will bo much more edifying and greatly 
more satisfactory to tho public. 

Alderman Bragg must excuse us for say- 
ing that the complaint that tho men who 
criticise the acts of tho aldermen do not sign 
their names to their letters, is sheer non- 
sense, or perhaps a silly and shallow way of 
trying to mako the public think that what 
they have written ia not-worth conaidering. 



MR. MARTIN'S RETURN. 

There is some difference of opinion as to 
the significance of tho late Winnipeg elec- 
tion. Some say that it is to bo underatood 
aa meaning that the citizens of Winnipeg 
aro dijautiafied with tho trade policy of tho 
Government, and that they believo in the 
promiaes and profcasions with re8pect to the 
tariff of tho leader of the Opposition. Others 
say that tho Manitoba school question had 
a good deal to do with the return of Mr. 
Martin, the champion of aocular schools and 
tho introducor of the Manitoba School Act. 
Wo are among thoBO who aro of that opin- 
ion, and havo been severely rebuked by our 
evening contemporary for having given ex- 
preBaion to it. Wo forget exactly what 
motive it uttributea to us — but it does not 
matter. Wo havo before us the Winnipeg 
Tribune of the '2jlh ult. It contains several 
opinions on the result of the election given 
by men " on both sidea of politica." Ono of 
theao ia by Major Mulvey, who aaya : 

Nor>' it ia well for our Reform frionda to 
remember that the electiun of Air. Martin 
cannot under any circumstances bo claimed 
aa a Reform victory. I know as a 
fact that at least 1,001/ Conservative 
voters, Bupportcra and sympathisers of 
the Dalton McCarthy policy marched 
silently up to the polls on Wednesday 
and recorded their votea for Hon. Mr. Martin. 
1 do not think that any other reformer in 
Winnipeg could have controlled so many of 
the Conservative votes as Mr. Martin, and 
certainly thia ia not attributable to his per- 
sonal popularity, but rather to hia public 
policy on the school and othor questions, 
and his dogged perHovcraneo in sticking to 
his principles until (his end is ) accom- 
plished. 

Mi.jor Mulvey'a testimony, if it is truo — 
and -?e have no doubt of ita truth— sottles 
tho c ueation. Mr. Martin was not returned 
aa a uupportor of Mr. Laurier's trade policy, 
but as tho opponent of denominational 
schools for Manitoba. 



THF POLICY OF SILEXCtt. 

Much iB being said in Canada relativo to 
the effect which tho proposed chungca in tho 
American tariff will havo on tho trade of 
tho Dominion. Such surmises — for they aro 
at beat nothing but surmises — are, in our 
opinion, injudicious. Tho Amoricana aro 
revising their tariff aolely in their own in- 
terests. Any change they propoBo to mako 
is wholly for their own benefit. What 
effect it may havo on the trade of Canada or 
any other country ia not considered by tho 
framerB of tho tariff', and will not bo con- 
sidered by the membora of CongrcBS if thoir 
attention ia not poraistontly and inoppor- 
tunely directed to tho way in which 
that change will probably uffoct for- 
eign and, in many respeota, rival 
countriea. It booiiib to us that 
Congreaa should bo allowod to proceed with 
tho work of tariff roviaion with tho leaat 
possiblo interference, direct or iudiroot, in- 
tentional or unintentional, from othor na- 
tions. 

It can bo oaBily underatood that tho com- 



ments and congratulatory remarks of 
British and other foreign jiurnalists will 
bo quoted in Congrcas by tho enemies of any 
proposed change and will arouse the opposi- 
tion of men who, if tho United States wero 
alono considered, would be inclined to vote 
in its favor. Wo see clearly that tho advo- 
cutoH of somo of tho changes aro reproached 
as being tho advocates of British trade and 
tho enemies of American interests. Such 
representations, no matter how unjust they 
may be, will bo certain to havo an effect in 
somo constituencies prejudicial to tho mem- 
ber or niembors agaiust whom they are 
directed, and may have tho effect of inllu- 
enciug their action in CongreBB. 

It is well known that u very large 
proportion of tho electors of tho United 
StatcB are by no meana liberal or largo- 
minded in matters connected with tradoand 
commerce. Nothing is easier than to excite 
their jealousy and to convince them that a 
measure or a policy which ia, in u commer- 
cial Bonne, beneficial to any foreign country, 
must be injurious to thoirs. Tho idea is 
widely prevalent in tho United States that 
what one country gains in the way of trade 
the other, with which it deals, loses. It ia 
impossible to muko many Americana under- 
stand that trade between nations can bo mu- 
tually beneficial — that both countries cull ho 
benefited by a measure which makes com- 
mercial intercourse between them freer aud 
moro easily carried on. This, then, being 
notoriously the case, wo consider it unwiso 
unnecessarily to awaken national jealousy 
and to raise onemioa to changes in tho tariff 
which, if effected, would operato beneficially 
to tho people of both countries.

ONOIMxANlZED LABOR. 

A Meeting to Slake. Plain That tho Non- 
Union Men Dealro Consideration. 

A meeting of workingmen, not organized 
in any unions, is to held at tho City Hall or. 
Tuesday evening next, to discuss tho matter 
of having tho interests of this cluas rcpre- 
eented aa fully us poaaible in connection 
with the Government Labor Bureau. The 
use of tho hall wua granted by the Council 
yesterday ufteruoou, ou tho application of 
W. P. Winsby. 

It is stated in explanation that thia meet- 
ing is being organ i Tied in consequence of an 
incident of tho conference of labor union 
delegates held on Saturday last. Ono of 
those who attended tho conforonco was 
Mr. Winsby, to whom that duty appears to 
have been delegated by tho court of tho 
Ancient Order of ForeBtere, of which ho is a 
member. Noithor tho court nor Mr. 
Winsby, who is a working carpenter, wua 
aware that tho meeting was auppoacd to be 
for the representatives of lubor unions only, 
and when the Foresters delegate did aacer- 
tain that fact ho remained thinking that his 
prcsenco ua tho representative of u largo 
body of workingmen organized as a friondly 
society would at least do not harm. But 
aftor the Ministers hud mudo their 
addresses and retired, Mr. Winsby'a right 
to remain waa challenged and ho at once 
withdrew. Mr. McKim, who had come 
from the Mainland to represent tho in- 
terests of tho loggers, wua similarly dealt 
with, because they havo not formed a union. 
It appears that sinco the non-union work- 
ingmen have hoard about their exclusion 
from a meeting of delegates gathered to 
discuss tho cause of labor with the Govern- 
ment, they have come to tho conclusion that 
they should take steps to have thcmsolves 
beard separately, and accordingly they aro 
arranging for tho meeting on Tuesday noxt.

§400. Tho Indian who was arrested a few 
Sundays ago while attending a Salvation 
Army mooting, was identified by the aid of 
a paper containing his name, which ho acoi- 
dently dropped in tho store. Tho bulk of 
tho Danube's cargo was salmon, 12,141) c ises 
being from the Inverness cannery, uutl 40 
cases being frozen salmon, which was landed 
at Vancouver beforo tho steamer camo down 
to Victoria.

On the 
West Coast the Mystery passed tho schoon- 
ers Mascot and Laborer on a trading expe- 
dition, the former being on her way home, 
having sold outhercargo, andthelatter|onher 
way North. The Mystery's crew were some- 
what astonished to see the numerous new 
houses which dotted the shore hero and 
thero along the coast. The majority of the 
buildings are, they say, quite snug looking 
little cottages, while many ot them are two- 
story structures. Two Indian passengers 
who arrived down from the North on the 
steamer were badly frightened shortly be- 
fore tho vessel neared Victoria. The steamer 
run into a very choppy sea off Discovery 
Island, which tossed her around pretty 
lively for a while, and tho Indians, who 
were sleeping in the forward hold, awakened 
by tho noise of the salmon barrels knocking 
around on deck, broke open tho hatchway 
and sticking out their heads and Bhouldera 
above deck, received tho full benefit of a 
big sea, which soon sent them back into the 
hold.

Ilia Overland Trip to tho Pacific Coast 
Oue Hundred Years 
Ago. 



Iuterestina: Account of What He Saw 
on His Way Through Hritiah 
Columbia- 



In October, 1792, Alexander Mackenzie 
loft Fort Chippewayan on an expedition for 
the purpose of communicating with tho Pa- 
cific, so as to commence his discoveries as 
early in tbo spring as possible Determined 
to'proceed to the most distant settlement of 
the traders ut tbo west iu tbo autumn, ho 
descended the Peace, or, as it ia called by 
tbo Indians, the Unipah River, for upwards 
of 200 miles, building a log house, in Lat. 0(i 
deg. 9 min. and Long. 117 deg. .'15 min.,W., 
where lie spent the winter. 

Leaving this place on May 9, 179.'i, he con- 
tinued his courBO up the river, which 
he found flowing through a delightful 
and verdant country; hut as tbo party ap- 
proached the mountains, the banks became 
higher, tho current inoro rapid and the 
forest denser. After not a few difficulties 
and dangers which were overcome more by 
his own courage and self-possession, than 
tho constancy of his Canadians, Muckenzio 
reached the source of tho Peace river iu the 
beginning of the month of Juno. This ho 
found in a small lake situated in a deep 
snowy valley embosomed in woody moun 
tains. Tho lake is about two miles in 
length, and from 300 t.o 500 yards wide. lie 
found in it trout and carp. Its banks were 
clothed with spruce, white birch, willows 
and alder. It is in Lit. 5!' 2P Long. 121 
\V. by bis computation. 

These are tho principal waters of the Mac- 
kenzie river which aftor itu junction 
with tho Elk river below tho Lake of the 
Hills, having already run a distance of up- 
wards of 500 miles, reaches, under the name 
of Slave river and Mackenzie river, tho Arc- 
tic ocean. After a further eourso of 1,000 
miles from this lake be found a beaten path 
leading over a low ridgo of land, 817 paces 
in length, to another lake rather smaller 
than tho last. It is situated in a valley 
about a quarter of a mile wide, with precip- 
itous rocks on either sido down which cas- 
cades fall, feeding both lakes with the 
melting snows of tho mountains. Passing 
over this lake he entered a small river, 
which, however, soon gathered strength 
from its tributary mountain streams and 
rushed with great impetuosity over a bed of 
flit stones. These are tho head waters of 
the Tatouohe Tesse, or Eraser rivor. 

In following its course Mackenzie met 
with many dithoulties and dangers from tho 
extreme rapidity of the current, with its 
falls and rapids. Ho found the Indians 
here differing little from tho Rocky Moun- 
tain Indiana whom ho had seen on bis first 
journey, but much from tho Chippewayana, 
Knistenavx and other Indians with whom 
he had been in communication in Canada. 
They dwolt in semi-subterranean houses, 
and are now called tho Carriers. 

Tho country ho describes as very beauti- 
ful after reaching tho more open part of tho 
river. It rose rather abruptly about 
twenty-fivo feot, when tho preeipico was 
succeeded by an inclined plain to tbo foot 
of anoiher steep, which was followed by 
another extent of gently rising ground. 
These objects, which were shaded with 
groves of fir, presented themselves alter- 
nately to a considerable distance. 

Having received from the natives a de- 
scription of the river ho cuntinued his joui- 
ney to lat. 52.J ° , when, altering his ori- 
ginal intentions, he returned up its course 
to lat. 53J ° , and prepared to go towards 
the Pacific by laud. Building a log house 
to contain his canoo and such articles us 
could not be carried, Mackenzio and his 
companions Btarted on their land journey, 
each carrying a load of pemmican, and hav- 
ing besides their arms, ammunition, instru- 
ments for astronomical observations and 
articles for presents. According to the re- 
port of tho Indians it did not require more 
than six days to reach a country whero they 
bartered their furs for iron, and from thence 
to tho sea it was said to riquiro only two 
days more. Among them he found two 
half-pence, one tho coin of Great Britain, 
the other of tho State of Massachusetts, 
coined iu 1787, six years before. 

Proceeding westward he found women 
clothed in matted bark, edged with the skin 
of the sea otter. In July bo found the 
mountains covered with compact snow, and 
yet tho weather was warm and the valley 
beautiful. Descending from these— prob- 
ably the main chain of tho Rocky moun- 
tains, among the precipitous sides of which 
two rivers have their rise and unito at tho 
base — he found the country covered with 
large trees — pines, spruce, hemlock, birch, 
and abounding in animals, and lower down 
the river ho observed tho loftiest elder and 
cedar trees ho bad overseen. 

Following the courso of tho river through 
a deep ravine ho reached an Indian villuge, 
where the river abounded in salmon. He 
commenced a voyage down it towards the 
Pacific, having obtained a large canoo from 
the natives. This he found adorned with 
the teeth of the sea otter, and 
as tho chief to whom it belonged 
affirmed that ho hud some years 
before seen on the coast large canoes full of 
white men, Mackenzie conceived that tho 
similarity which these teeth boro to those of 
man would account for Cook's report that 
the natives of the coast decorated their 
canoes willi human teeth — especially as 
theao Indiana corresponded in dress and 
manner with thoso described by him. 

On the 19th .July ho arrived whero tho 
river discharges itself into a narrow arm of 
tho sea. On the 21st, continuing his voy- 
ogo along tho coast, and across tho Sound, 
to that point which Vancouver, as lately as 
tbo 4th of Jnne preceding, had named Point 
Menzies, be met an Indian who told him 
that a largo canoe had como into the Bay 
filled with whito people, that ono of thorn 
called Macubah had fired on him and 
his frioDds. This waB, porhaps, one 
of Vancouver's vessels, but the facts 
cannot ho further ascertained. On 
the southeast faco of tbo rocks border- 
ing on what ho subsequently ascertained to 
bo the Cascade canal of Vancouver, Mac- 
kenzie inscribed in largo characters, with 
vermillion mixed iu molted greaae, this 
brief memorial : 

"Alexander Mackenzie, from Canada by 
land, the 22nd of July, 1791." 

Ho computed the latitude at 52 deg. 21 
min. N. On the 23rd ho reached tho mouth 
of tho river, whonco bo had aot out, and 
from thence returned by tho Tatoucho and 
Peace river to Canada.

PLANETS IN DECEMBER. 

Orrin E. Harmon's I'rocnostleiitloiis in the 
Seattle " Post-Intelligencer "— A Galaxy 
of Winter Stars. 

Ver.ua has begun her northward journey, 
and during December will change her de- 
clination about 10 degrees. Oil the 8th she 
makes her greatest eastern elongation from 
the Bun. Venus is always an inter- 
eating object to contemplate, and is es- 
pecially lo at tho time of her greatest 
elongation. On tho 8th she will be little 
more than 67,000,000 miles from tho sun 
and nearly 02,500,000 miles from tho earth. 
At that time lines joining the sun, Venus 
and the ear th form a triangle quite nearly 
right angled at Vciiub ; so that the eart'i, 
as seen from our beautiful evening com- 
panion, appears to bo in western quadra- 
tuee. Tho planet sets at 7:20 p in. on the 
1st, 7:51 p.m. on tho 15th, and 8:04 p.m. on 
the 31st. 

Mars is moving south, and by January 1 
will be twenty degrees uoulb of tho celestial 
equator. There is a remarkable uniformity 
in his timos of rising during December. 
These tinie3 are 4:47 a.m. on tho 1st, 4:44 
a m. on tho 15th, and 4:119 a.m. on the 31st, 

Jupiter is so high in the heavens in the 
early morning that ho can no longer ho re- 
garded as a rising star. Ho will aoon be 
near the meridian in the early evening, his 
timeB of meridian passing being 10.45 p.m. 
on tho 1st, 9.44 p.m. on the 15th, and 8 36 
p.m. on the .'Slat. During December ho will 
pass tho meridian about 30 degrees south of 
the zenith iu our latitude. 

Saturn shines in tho morning sky about 
four degrees north of tho brilliant Spiea. 
His times of rising are 3.06 a.m. on tho 1st, 
2 17 a.m. on tho loth, and 1.20 a.m. on the 
31st. 

The splendid galaxy of winter stars is 
beginning to show in tho Bast. On tbo 15th 
Sirius rises at 8.15 p.m. and Procyon a*. 
7.30 p.m.

NO BATTLE IN MEXICO. 

General Mr-Cook BsportB That There is No 
News to Be Hud of Piehtlng 
lu the Republic. 

El Paso, Tex., Dec I.— Some oxciting 
news ia given out from Mexican revolution- 
ary SOUIC03 hero to-night. It is to the cited 
that the cavalry forces, which left San Jose 
two weeks ago for tho sent of disturbance, 
on tho fourth day out murdered most of 
their officers and joined tho revolutionary 
contingent now under tho command of Santa 
Ana Penz in person. This became known 
to President Disc a week ago, and ia 
given as a reason for acts of aggressiveness 
by the Government. Another report from 
another source, ami very reliablo, ia to the 
etl'ect that four companies of tho Ninth 
batallion from Chihuahua, while marching 
from Conception to Caaa Grande 
last Thursday and Friday, where 
tho federal troops are being con- 
centrated, were attacked by a largo de- 
tachment of rebels under Cruiz Chavez, of 
Santa Tomas, and severely dealt with. The 
Federals were ambushed iu tho broken 
country several times beforo reaching Casa 
Grande, and lost noarly half their com- 
mand, while tho rebels lost but five men. 

It is thought by the revolutiodists that 
the entire federal command will go over to 
the revolutionary cuuse in a short time. 
Tho revolutionists are also concentrating 
their forces near Casa Grando in the 
mountains, forty miles to the northwest, 

DKNVKR, Col., Dec. I, — General MoCook 
to-day received a despatch from Lieutenant 
Brown, commanding two troopa of cavalry 
on the border, who stated that he can learn 
of no buttle in Mexico, and docs not think 
much dependence can be placed upon the 
stories of serious conflicts with tho Mexican 
military. He reports that the Tomoohio 
Indians have been scattered into tho moun- 
tains, and will cause no further trouble. 



ADMIRAL STANTON HOME 

From the Ilrazilian Republic— Thinks the 
Government Will Eventually 
Succeed. 

New York, Nov. 30. — Admiral Oscar F. 
Stanton, U. S. navy, who was relioved of 
command of the United States squadron in 
tho harbor of Rio do Janeiro for alleged 
saluting of tho rebel Admiral, Mello, arrived 
here to-day on tho North German Lloyd 
steamer Spree. Tho Admiral was found 
looking nfter his baggage on tho steamship 
dock at Hoboken. He is a small man with 
a kindly face and unassuming manner. He 
was asked for a statement of the incident of 
saluting Admiral Mello and said : 

"I would willingly give you all tho infor- 
mation that 1 could, but official etiquette 
demands that I first report to tho N»vy De- 
partment about those things that induced 
my return. I have no doubt that tho de- 
partment will make all tho facts public iu a 
short time." 

Tho admiral said he intended to tako the 
1 p. m. train for his homo at New London 
to-day. Ho will immediately forward his 
report to Washington and go thero himself 
in a few days. Admiral Stanton said he 
had expected to come over by tho Paris, but 
missed her by two houis, as the storm 
about the English coast delayed his arrival 
from Rio. He said the passage from South- 
ampton waa uneventful and the weather 
good. 

When asked for his opinion as to th» 
probable outcome of the revolution in 
Brazil he said it was somewhat doubt fill, 
but he thought the Government, might 
eventually prove victorious. "Tho Bra- 
zilians are not fighters by nature," he said. 
"They aro an easy going people, and 
fighting is foreign to their incli- 
nations. Tho present struggle is likely 
to bo .protracted, and will probably end 
when both aides are tired out. One side 
has the land and the other the water. The 
gunnery on both sideB was exceedingly 
poor, it is improving by their constant 
practice. I do not think that the Govern- 
ment vessel Nictherey, fitted out in this 
country, has much chance with Mello's 
battleship Aquidaban, especially at long 
range. The Nictherey will depend on dash 
or strategy to get to close quarters and 
make uso of her torpedoes. That is her 
only chance, The Aquidaban will guard 
agsinst that ami probably sink tho Nie- 
therey with her long ram guns. When I 
was at Rio tiring commenced almost every 
day between Mello's vessels and Fort 
Villegiiguon and the Government forts. Not 
very much damage waa done owing to tho 
poor gunnery. People on shore do not tako 
as much interest in tho war in the harbor of 
Rio as you would expect. Tho outside 
world is as much excluded as they. Of 
courae business is somewhat interrupted, 
and this is a cause of dissatisfaction." 

Montevideo, Nov. 30.— It ia reported 

here that Minister Ass.z, of Brazil, on be- 
half of President 1'eixoto, has discussed 
with the leaders of the revolutionary move- 
ment here a plan for diciaivo arrangement 
regarding the rebel fleet and tho situation in 
Rio Grando do Sul. Tho fact that Minister 
Assiz haa had a conference will bo pleasing 
to all Brazil. 

From the agent of tho revolution in Santa 
Catarina news has been received that the 
rebel forces under Gen. Saraiva havo cap- 
tured Curytiba, tho capital of Parana. 
They also secured twenty thiee Krupp guua 
and many abulia. 

New VorK, Nov. ,'i0. -The American 
steamer Sanuir, owned by L, G. Burnham & 
Co., of Boston, it ix learned from credible 
^ourci'H, has b-.en uhttrieied by Charles R. 
Flint & Co., ot thin city, to tow the De- 
stroyer, the sub-ii i. ilia gun vessel to Bra- 
zil. The Sanuit »u« inn former British 
steamer Alp, which w»« Bunk a few years 
ago in New York haibor. The Alp was 
raised. From the fact that tho cost, of re- 
pairs equalled To per cont. of the original 
cost of tho craft, it became pnssiblo to ob- 
tain for her an American regist-r. In ad- 
dition to towing the Destroyer, the Sanuit 
will carry on dock tho English Yarrow tor- 
pedo boat. 

Tho steamship Sardinian Prince, from 
Rio do Janeiro and other South American 
ports, arrived to-day. Dining the stay at 
Rio do Janeiro tho vessel was almost con 
stantly under tire. One lirein..n, while 
passing aoruBs Jio deck, was shot through 



the thighs. The vosboI was also struck by 
many bullets. There is a strong feeling fit 
Rio that Mello will bo successful 



FISCAL MATTERS. 

Sir John Thompson In Nova Scotia— lie Speaks 
on Tariff Matters. 

PlCTOU, N.S.,Dcc. I. — Sir John Thomp- 
son and Sir Charles H. Tuppor addressed 
a great political demonstration hero 
yesterduy. Tho Premier said tho Cana- 
dian Government was for genuine tariff 
reform. Referring to tho tariff bill sub- 
mitted to Congress by tho Democratic 
committee tho Premier dwelt on tho facta 
that instead of being in tho direction of 
freo trade, the Democrats wcro clinging 
with might and main to a protective 
policy, and that tho duties under tho pro- 
posed reform were much higher than the 
duties now levied by Canada under its 
protective system. Ho did not believe 
there would ' be any reciprocity between 
the two countries. " Still," continued tho 
Premier, " for every step the United States 
Congress takes in reducing or abolishing 
duties on Canadian products we will 
tako o corresponding atop in reducing or 
abolishing our tariff on American im- 
ports so far aa tho requirements of revenue 
will make it possible, williout sacri- 
ficing our commercial independence or our 
attachment to the mother country." 



AUSTRALIAN RELATIONS. 

Minister Bowell Is Certain of a Profitable 
d2 Trade If Tariff Mutters arc Adjusted. 

London, Dec. 1 — The Westminster Ga- 
zotto to-day publishes an interview ob- 
tained by its correspondent at Sydney, 
N. S. W.| with Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, 
tho Canadian Commissioner, who hae 
just left thero. Hon. Mr. Bowell said 
tho now lino of steamers was bringing 
Canada and Australia cloBer together, 
and would nave tho effect of dissipating the 
ignorance of each other which had prevailed 
too largely up to the present. Ic was the 
li rat step, Mr. Bowell said, towards tho uni- 
fication of tho Empire with her colonies. 
His visit made him certain that a profitable 
trade would grow up between tho colonies if 
the tariffs wero properly adjusted. The 
Canadian Commissioner gavo it to bo under- 
stood that his enthusiasm for Imperial con- 
nection was greater than ever, and most em- 
phatically repudiated the possibility of an- 
nexation to the United States. 



DESERVED PUNISHMENT. 

A .Spanish Guerilla to be Shot for Barbarous 
Treatment of Moorish Prisoners. 

MADRID, Dec. 1. — Tho United Preps cor- 
respondent in Melilla has sent this dispatch 
via Malaga, under duto of November oO : 
" A convict, belonging to tho guerillas, cut 
off tho ears of several Moorish prisoners 
last night. Ho will bo courtmartialled 
and shot. Bulla El Erbi, a Moor- 
ish Pashs, who haa tried to convince 
General Campos of the pacific intention of 
the Moors, no sooner heard of this than he 
begged General Campos persistently to par- 
don the offenders. General Campos re- 
fused to do so, saying that the M >ors must 
learn how ho enfoiced tho MiUs for their 
proper treatment. Even if peaca should 
not bo broken again, lho whole force now 
present hero will remain until Spain'* 
claims upon the Sultan for indemnity shall 
have been fully satisfied." 



SMUGGLED SILKS. 

Seizures Made on (he China Steamship " Peru" 
— Greater Vigilance 10 liu Hereafter 
Exercised. 

San Francisco, Dec. 1. — Iu accordanc 
with instructions ' received from Collector 
Wise the steamer Peru, from Hongkong via 
Yokohama, has been boarded and searched 
for smuggled silk goods, which have, it is 
said, been coming over by Pacific 
mail steamers with great regularity as 
" Silk goods for own use," samo being 
distributed before tho arrival of the steamer 
among the different persons on board. 
Searcher Molnnes, during his examination, 
seized several dozen handkerchiefs, gowns, 
ties, etc., all of which were confiscated and 
sent to the customs house. No arrests were 
made, but the Pacific Mail company will be 
notified of the smuggling operations of its 
employes, and in all probability the mem- 
bers of the different crows will receivo strict 
orders not to bring over silk except it bo 
entered on the vessel's manifest. 



AN INDIAN BUFFER STATE. 

Arrangements Said to Have fleen .Made be- 
tween Hurl Dufferin and II. Develle, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

Paris, Dec. 1. — It ia Baid that just be- 
foro tho fall of the Dupuy cabinet, Lord 
Dufferin, British ambassador, and M. do 
Velle, Minister of Foreign Affairs, had 
reached an agreement as to tho recognition 
of u buffer stato botween tho French and 
British possessions in Asia.

necessary for Parliament to constitute a 
competes! authority to deal with such mat- 
tern, but in doinjj so every precaution must 
be t« ken to e;uard the interests not only of 
organizer] labor but unorganized labor, and 
'he employer must alHO receive equal con- 
»iiirration. We believe this was the prin- 
ciple k>pt in view by the various labor or- 
gin Zitions in 'electing their delegates to go 
to Viotori* Wo do not believe that it 
ever entered the minds of those bodies when 
appointing their representatives that those 
representatives were simply to go on a billet 
huuting expedition for themselves and 
friends. 

It hfis been claimed on behalf of the dele- 
gates that thoy were not qualified for the 
mission entrusted to them by their resptc 
tive unions, and that they did not under- 
stand the purport of tho of the resolutions 
which they submitted to the Government, 
Whether this is tho caso or not will remain 
for tho delegates themselves to say. One 
thing is certain, their conduct has been a 
serious blow to the interests of labor. 

Of the seven resolutions as represented 
below, it will bo observed that only two 
refer iu any way to tho Arbitration Act, 
viz., five and seven. 

One to four deal exclusively in "demand- 
ing " positions, while six would shut out 
almost one-half of the best workmen iu this 
Province. In referenco to resolution six, 
we are at a loss to know where the dele- 
gates would draw the line. As a matter of 
fact a number of tho delegates themselves 
wero aliens ; many of the best union men in 
this city and other parts of the Prov- 
ince aro aliens ; yet tho majority of the 
delegates would exclude all these from the 
right to work on (lovernment contracts. 

As wo said before, wo regret tho outcomo 
of tho conference, because it has failed to 
accomplish (ho purposo it was intended for, 
and has thereby caused a breach in tho 
negotiations wide enough in itsolf, but being 
alroady made broader by the Opposition 
press and political demagogues for the pur- 
poso of making capita! against the Govern- 
ment.
